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The Wheat and Tares 


Matt. 13:24-30 


This parable was spoken by Jesus over 
nineteen hundred years ago and no doubt 
He looked down in this very age in which 
we now live. We can look around us and 
see very clearly where the tares are 
springing up and unless the reaping is 
soon the tares are going to choke out 
much of the wheat. They are closely al- 
lied and only those who are alert can tell 
them. But the true children of God cai 
tell the tares every time. There never was 
a time when there was so much false doc- 
trine and so many false teachers as we see 
now. It is the devil’s business to choke 
out the true gospel, but he can not pre- 
vail over God and His Word. God’s Word 
will stand out through the ages, and He 
will not suffer the Truth to be crushed 
to earth, but will raise up a people who 
will hold the standard high in the midst 
of a gainsaying world. He will help His 
true children to shine out and be 4 
beacon light in this last and_ evil day. 
Thank God, the devil can do no more 
than God will allow, and though the 
tares may try to choke out the wheat, 
yet the true grain can still be found 
standing and waiting for the final reap- 
ing day. 

God wants men who will preach the 
old-time gospel without fear or favor, 
and those who are not afraid of criticism, 
but will look the devil square in the face 
and tell the truth just as it is. Thank 
God for the old-time gospel that will un- 
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cover the tares and help God’s true grain 
to see just where they stand. It is not our 
business to try to separate the wheat and 
tares. That is left with God. Art the 
proper time He will do the separating. It 
is our business to see that we are not the 
tares and to see that we measure to the 
standard of holiness. We are to let our 
light shine in this ungodly world so men 
and women will know just where we 
stand. 

We may not see any good the tares are 
but they are left standing for a purpose. 
They will try to choke out the wheat, 
that is true, but the harder they try to 
choke out the wheat the harder God will 
work, then the true, genuine wheat will 
begin to look to God in prayer in the 
midst of the trials and will be drawn in 
a closer contact with God. The tares 
serve a good purpose in this sense even if 
they do cause trouble. 

In Dan. 12:10 we find this, “Many 
shall be purified, and made white, and 
tried; but the wicked shall do wickedly: 
and none of the wicked shall under- 
stand.” Truly the trying times are on. 
God is trying to purify a people who will 
serve Him in the beauty of holiness, and 
is working every way He can to get this 
accomplished. If the people of today who 
are in the Church of God fail, He will 
raise up another people who will walk 
close to Him in the beauty of holiness 
and let Him lead. ©

The great heroes of the faith chapter 
—Hebrews 11—provide an excellent re- 
view of the messages in Genesis. The en- 
tire summary from the creation to the 
hope for the future expressed by Joseph, 
revolves around the word “faith.” The 
saints and sages of old had many noble 
qualities but these were all rooted in the 
fundamental of all virtues—that faith in 
God without which “it is impossible to 
please him.” Philosophy and human re- 
search often bog down in the confused 
bypaths of unbelief and partial knowl- 
edge, but faith cuts right through the 
clouds and the confusion and understands 
that God is the Creator of all things. 


If we would know things we should 
believe God. This sinful world is almost 
full of cults and religions of almost un- 
be.ievable diversity, and of appalling in- 
sufficiency for the needs of the human 
tamily. 

Only when man does as did Abel, and 
worships God in accordance with God’s 
holy law, will he obtain “witness that he 
is righteous.” It is in such cases only 
that faith triumphs. The societies and 
associations of man fumble around try- 
ing to establish “good will,” “fellowship 
of faiths,” and what not, only to fail, but 
when a man knows God as Enoch did 
then he is ready for true fellowship with 
his brother. 

When a person has implicit trust in 
God all the uncertaintics of life will 
vanish. It is easier to talk about doing 
things than it is to perform the doing of 
them. 

We should believe not only that God is 
but by faith we must recognize Him “‘as 
the rewarder of all them that diligently 
seek him.” It is a common saying among 
people that, “I do not know where I am 


going but I’m on the way.” This certain- 
ly represents a dangerous philosophy of 
life. Faith in God will enable you to go 
with Abraham who “when he was called 
went out not knowing whither he went.” 
He knew God and that was enough to 
call for unquestionable obedience. 

The great need of the hour is men of 
vision. Then, we need men of faith who 
can see the unseen, who can see the city 
“which hath foundations whole builder 
and maker is God.” On every field of 
battle against spiritual wickedness in high 
places, vision has marched before victory. 
All the great, noble, consecrated mis- 
sionaries dreamed dreams and saw vis- 
ions before they achieved lasting  vic- 
tories in distant lands. 

God gave a promise and the only means 
of fulfilling that promise was about to be 
taken away, but Abraham did not hesi- 
tate for he believed God was able and 
ready to raise the dead, if necessary, to 
fulfill His promise. 

Have all our prospects been crushed to 
the ground? Is everything hopeless, hu- 
manly speaking? God is both willing and 
able to make all things work together for 
good to them that love Him. Let us look 
forward then with the look of faith in 
God. Isaac’s blessing concerned “‘things to 
come.” Jacob, too weak to stand alone, 
leaned on his staff and worshipped God 
with a faith that could not be shaken. 
Joseph gave commandment concerning 
his body, looking forward to God’s ful- 
fillment of the promise. Our hope in God 
is not merely a wishful desire that an un- 
believable thing may somehow occur. 
That would be an unbelievable misuse of 
the word “hope.” 

To the child of God hope means a well- 
grounded assurance that God will keep 
His Word.

THE CRISIS OF ZIONISM IN ITS 
FORTIETH YEAR 

“Thus saith the Lord God; I have lifted 
up mine hand, Surely the heathen that 
are about you, they~ shall bear their 
shame” (Ezek. 36:7). 

The fortieth year of Zionism (40 the 
Bib!e number of Israel’s testing) and the 
Palestine situation come to a crisis in the 
recommendation of the Royal Commis- 
sion, accepted by the British Government 
—that the land be partitioned between 
Arab, Jew and the Mandate government. 

All Jewish papers say that this action 
(yet to go before the League of Nations) 
is certain to precipitate a battle unparel- 
leled in Jewish history. The outcome may 
be of the greatest prophetic significance, 
but it is clear that the Commission’s pro- 
posals bear no relation to the prophecies 


as to God’s solution to the Palestine ques- 
tion. 

One can only surmise at the moment 
what the Zionist leadership and World 
Jewry are contemplating doing in answer 
to such a “betrayal” on the part of a 
great Empire that faithfully promised to 
facilitate the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine. 


But here are some typical 
statements in Jewish papers: 

“We must be ready, for a call may 
come at any moment to mobilize our en- 
tire forces so that with a unified effort, 
we shall at the same time proceed with 
the realization of our ideal and meet the 
treacherous gift presented to us by Great 
Britain at this so critical period that our 
people are facing the world over. 

“Palestine is to be rebuilt! Palestine 
is to become the Jewish National 
Home! Partition or no partition; 
Arabs or no Arabs; Royal Commission or 
Royal irresponsibility—we have learned 
something in our historic tragedy and 
that lesson shall inspire us to overcome 
all the difficulties no matter where, from 
whom, or when they come. 

“Mobilization of all our forces is the 
call of the hour and we shall be ready!” 
(Jewish Voice. ) 

“Zionism has made great strides since 
the pre-war days. These strides have been 
made not without reason. If we harken 
back to those troublous days, the array of 
obstacles in the path of reconstruction 
seem monumental compared to the pres- 
ent problem. In tracing the course of 
Zionism since its entry into the realm of 
practical affairs of the world, Jewish 
leadership has successfully guided the 
development of Palestine as a Jewish 
homeland. It will continue to do so.” 
(Bnai B'rith Messenger. ) 

There is probably much justification 
for the statement of Louis Lipsky, 
American member of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine: 

“Had Great Britain adhered to the 
principle of economic absorptive capaci-

ty, there could have come into Palestine 
during the past five years at least 300,000 
additional Jewish settlers, and thus there 
could have been provided place for tens 
of thousands of exiled Jews from Ger- 
many or Poland. But Great Britain used 
Palestine as a pawn in the imperial! game 
which it was playing in the Near East. 
Its policy during the past twenty years 
can be characterized as a policy of divid- 
ing and ruling, creating irritations and 
prejudices in order to serve later as the 
pacifier, This policy has resulted in recur- 
rent disorders, in growing dissatisfaction 
on the part of both Jews and Arabs, in 
sabotage of government and of the agri- 
cultural and industrial life of the land.” 


A good part of the Christian commun- 
ity of Palestine is disturbed at the pros- 
pect of being a minority in a Moslem 
State uncontrolled by the British. In spite 
of the apparent good relations between 
Christian and Moslem Arab nationalists, 
the Christians would prefer to be under 
British, or even Jewish, control so long 
as they are a minority. 

Dr. Stephen S. Wise, leader of the 
American Zionists says: “We are not 
he!pless either as far as the League is con- 
cerned or as far as the United States is 
concerned or as far as world opinion is 


concerned. The fight must be fought to a 


finish. The one thing we dare not do is to 
lapse into defeatism.” 

Lord Melchett, prominent industrialist 
and chairman of the Council of the Jew- 
ish Agency for Palestine declared: “We 
will now allow the (Zionist) movement 
to be driven to defeat. We will never ac- 
cept terms meaning the end of the Jewish 
national home.” 

New York Times puts the matter in a 
nutshell editorially: 

“It is difficult to escape the conclusion 
that partition is a weak man’s solution 
based on defeatism. The commission 
frankly accepts the thesis that the pres- 
ent mandate cannot be made-to work; 
that ‘impartiality and conciliation’ by the 
Mandatory have failed; that an ‘irrespres- 
sible conflict between two national com- 
munities’ has been engendered by the at- 
tempt to reconcile under the mandate the 
conflicting aspirations of Zionists and 
Arabs; and that it seems probable that the 
situation, bad as it now is, will grow 
worse.” But the very arguments used to 
support these pessimistic conclusions can 
be urged against the partition scheme it- 
self .”—Pro phecy.

Time to Pray

Of course every speaker, singer, musi- 
cian, or whatnot, will seek to be at his 
best for his part ia the Assembly. Remem- 
ber, a correct personal relationship to God 
furnishes the only proper outlook for any 
of us—if we want to find what God’s 
will is for us, and where He would send 
us next. 





Faith Tried 


By faith we live. We are purified by 
faith. Ir is by faith we overcome the 
world. How many things are ascribed to 
faith? “All things are possible to him that 
believeth.” And for all this how strange 
that faith is TRIED. It might be easier 
to think of being tried concerning the 
peace and joy of our hearts, or over heal- 
ing, finances or guidance, but we had not 
thought so much about our faith being 
tried.

Concerning God’s people in the latter 
days, it is said, ““Many shall be purified, 
and made white, and tried” (refined) 
(Dan. 12:10), and this means a furnac2 
of suffering and pain. And Saint Peter 
says (1:7), “That the trial of your faith, 
being much more precious than of gold 
that perisheth, THOUGH IT BE TRIED 
WITH FIRE, might be found unto praise 
and honor and glory at the appearing of 
Jesus Christ.” In 1 Thess. 2:4 Paul as- 
sures us that as God’s messenger he had 
been tried and testzd and stood approved 
of God. And thus God tests and proves 
all who go through with Him. 

When you seek God, and in a large 
measure, do not be surprised at the tests 
through which He will take you. He said 
to Israel: ‘“h) have chosen thee in the 
furnace of affliction” (Isa.

The Most Important Thing 

“The husbandman that laboreth must 
be first partaker of the fruits,’ 2 Tim. 
2:6. 

These words were written to a young 
man, and are as true today as when writ- 
ten. The conditions of salvation for 
young or old are the same, its general re- 
sults in life are the same. And the es- 
sential qualities of a successful Christian 
worker are the same in the young and 
old. However, this lesson is more espe- 
cia:ly for the young. 

1, It is an encouraging thing to see our 
young people studying and applying 
themselves to spiritual things. Bur this 
is essential if they are to go on with God, 
and make the best of “themselves in life.” 
We believe that all young people should 
be encouraged to study the Bible and to 
read such literature as will help to build 
a life of faith in God. Personally we 
think that any, preachers or laymen, who 
study the Bible little or read little are a 
poor type of what we profess. 

2. Many of our young men and women 
take up singing and the playing of musi- 
cal instruments. This is to be commended 
too. The music and singing has meant a 
great deal in the meetings, both small and 
large. But there is room for improvement 
here. And above all, our singing should 
be spiritual, in keeping with the spiritual 
tone of our movement. We will do well 
to guard this point. 

3. As a rule, our young people have 
done well in keeping separate from the 
world and its spirit. We commend them 
for this. But we must never let up in our 
fight on this line. Satan has no more 
subtle ‘scheme for ensnaring the young 
than pride, love of fashion and the love 
of the world. Satan never lets up, his 
mills grind day and night and _ he never 
ceases, 

4. But for young, as well as the old, 
the greatest thing is to keep the heart 
right with God all the time and every- 
where. Everything depends on this. If you 
are right with God, He will help you to 
solve every problem of life, and will give 
grace in the right performance of every

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WAR-BOUND IN CHINA 
BY J. H. INGRAM 


SHANGHAI, China, Aug, 21, °1937. 
—The S. S. “Sewa Maru” of the Nippon 
Yusen-Kaisha — Japan mail line — on 
which [ traveled to China, was com- 
mandeered by the Imperial Japanese 
Government on arrival at Hong Kong, 
and ordered to Shanghai for the purpose 
of embarking Japanese refugees caught in 
the war zone between the opposing 
armies. We arrived at the mouth of the 
Yangtsze Kiang river about midnight the 
second day out from Hong Kong and 
anchored until daylight, as it was re- 
ported that the navigation lights were 
out and that the river had been mined. 
Several other merchant ships were an- 
chored near-by, and a number of grim- 
looking Japanese warships stood watch 
while we slept. With the coming of day 
we resumed the journey upstream where 
we reached the mouth of the Whangpoo 
river in about four hours’ time. There we 
were stopped again by the warships as a 
terrible battle was going on at Shanghai, 
thirteen miles up the Whangpoo. There 
were about twenty war vessels within 
sight of us and a continual line of them 
strung out up the © river—some forty 
miles or more. Part of the ships were an- 
chored, others steaming up and down the 
river. The Yangtze Kiang is about thirty 
miles wide where it empties into the Yel- 
low Sea—which is rightly named-—but 
the Whangpoo is a bare half mile or less 
in width, although the channel is quite 
deep, allowing the largest ships to navi- 
gate freely. We could see the awful de- 
struction being wrought by the boim- 
bardment of the naval guns from the 
warships and the bombing by planes. 

The ship proceeded very slowly with 
the warships alongside laying down a bar- 
rage of shell-fire to hold back the Chines2 
troops attacking from the shore with 
heavy artillery. Just as dark was settling 
down upon the scene, the ship ran 
aground, We were eating supper and all 
of a sudden every light went out. Being 
an ex-service man, I knew what it 
meant—an air raid—so I hurried quick- 
ly to my state room and got a flashlight 
and lighted the way to the lower decks 
for women and children passengers who 
were scurrying ro places of safety, before 
returning to the top deck. I must say 
that the women showed more bravery on 
the occasion than did some of the men. 
When I reached the superstructure deck, 
two women were up there watching the 
battle, with warships only a few feet 


away—lI estimated some to be no more 
than thirty feet from our ship—and shells 
falling everywhere with bombs and anti- 
aircraft shells bursting in air. The wom- 
en were driven below by the Japanese 
officers, and they tried to shift us mer 
but we refused to budge. There was no 
safe place really, as you never knew when 
the ship would be blown up by a mine or 
torpedo. I felt so sorry for the poor Chin- 
ese I could do nothing but cry and pray 
for them. 

It was about 9:30 p. m. before the ship 
was pulled off the ground, and she had 
to be run backwards upstream to the 
dock with all lights out. Japanese cruisers 
and destroyers were steaming past us 
with all lights extinguished, firing their 
guns to hold back the Chinese until we 


got ashore. 
IN NO MAN’S LAND 
The part of the city where 


I landed was in the military zone and a 
virtual “no man’s land,” with all lights 
out and a battle raging. How I got 
through God only knows. The Lord never 
seemed more real to me, and took away 
all fear until it was no more than a 
Fourth of July celebration—with fire- 
works. 

I started alone to walk about a mile and 
a half through the Japanese lines, but met 
a German man who landed from the same 
ship, and we two set out together. We 
saw only one man along the way ard he 
was lying on the sidewalk apparently 
dead. We had not gone far until chal- 
lenged to halt—I suppose—as I did not 
understand his Japanese. I found myself 
suddenly between two troopers with fixed 
bayonets held to my sides, and another 
standing in front with an automatic pis- 
tol extended with the muzzle nearly 
touching my stomach. Our captors took 
away my flashlight and one of them 
knew enough English to say, “Go,” so we 
went, with the troopers walking behind. 
We dared not look back, and for all we 
knew were going to be shot. Many have 
been taken in this manner, shot, and 
hacked to pieces with swords, bayoneted 
and thrown into the Whangpoo, We saw 
the dead bodies of some floating down the 
river as the ship was docking, and 
wondered how they met their fate. W2 
met the captain of the guard at another 
outpost, and after some discussion thev 
decided to let us go, and gave us a pass. 
We were near being shot before having 
time to explain at another post—or we 
felt so as we blundered upon a sandbag 
barricade in the unlighted street, where 
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a squad of soldiers were lying in wait 
with fixed bayonets, and the clicking 
noises heard suggested that firing pins 
were being pulled back into position. | 
must have been taken for a spy with my 
camera, flashlight, and briefcase tagged 
with stickers from nearly all over the 
world. On reaching the International 
Zone an English officer picked us up and 
took us to a place of safety—if there is 
such a place here. We are surrounded by 
two great armies numbering tens of 
thousands, who are locked in deadly com- 
bat. 

Fighting is going on almost incessantly, 
day and night. Shanghai is one of the 
world’s greatest and most cosmopolitan 
cities, having nearly four million inhabi- 
tants—in fact, the latest census registers 
3,575,170, and there are tens of thou- 
sands rushing into the neutral zone to 
escape the awful calamity. Yet there i: 
really no neutral zone. One shell exploded 
on the deck of the U.S. S. Augusta and 
killed one sailor and injured eighteen 
others. Bombs falling everywhere most 
and killing as high as a thousand at a 
time. As I was eating dinner today a huge 
shell exploded in the business section. On 
running out the street was filled with the 
dead and dying and the place looked like 
an earthquake had struck it. The full 
count of the dead has not been given yet 
but is said to be more than three hundred, 
A large section of the city is burning and 
has been for several days. At night it 
1ooks like the end of the world. In fact, 
many thought the end had come. Air 
battles going on overhead with anti- 
aircraft shells bursting in the air makes ut 
very dangerous to go about the streets. 

The U. S. Government is moving our 
people to Manila, Philippine Islands for 
safety, but there is no peace there. At the 
time the first shipload of refugees were 
landing, a great volcano was letting loose 
and an earthquake struck Manila putting 
out the lights and buildings were tumb- 
ling down, people fainting, etc., and 
that’s the wav the reports go—no end of 
trouble, woe! woe! woe! 

CONCLUSION 

We have wonderful opportunities here 
for the Church of God, but I am a victim 
of these circumstances along with others, 
and it seems utterly impossible to do any- 
thing at this time. They are having floods 
and earthquakes north of here in the Yel- 
low river country, where I was bound 
for. Japan has landed about 100,000 sol- 
diers in north China and the battle is 
strong up that way. Please pray for 
China, especially the missionaries and 
native Christians. The suffering that is 
going on here is too awful to describe in 
words. I have done nothing but pray and 
cry as I am so disturbed over this terrible 
war of aggression. I feel like joining the
